Futurity Eighth Successive Win For Native 
Dancer, Bringing His Earnings To $191,970

Back in 1886 Tremont won all of 
his thirteen races, to set a record 
which still endures. As usual, there 
was a report that there was a better 
one in the stable. For once the rumor 
was true; Hanover was in there. He 
had beaten Tremont in a trial once, 
but this had been thrown out as a 
fluke. 


Tremont won his thirteen races in 
eight weeks and broke down, never 
racing again. His earnings were $39, 
135, then a record for a 2-year-old. 
The record of earnings lasted only 
two years: Proctor Knott broke it 
in 1888, and then in 1893 Domino 
set the astounding total of $170,890. 
He was unbeaten also, but in only 
nine starts, and one of these was a 
dead heat. 


Domino’s record stood until 1931 
when Top Flight, winning all of her 
seven starts, earned $219,000. This 
record was unofficially broken. For 
a few minutes in 1947 Bewitch, hav- 
ing finished first in the Matron Stak- 
es, had set a new mark in earnings. 
But at the end of those minutes her 
number came down by disqualifica- 
tion, and by finishing third in the 
Futurity (behind Citation) she end- 
ed her year with $213,675, which got 
her only second place. 


Between whiles Morvich had won 
all of his eleven starts, and Colin had 
won all of twelve, and Pavot (eight 
races) and El Chico (seven) and 
Bimelech (six) had gone through 
their 2-year-old seasons undefeated. 
There had, of course, been other un- 
beaten 2-year-olds, such as Vander 
Pool, which won eleven straight, one 
by the disqualification of Equipoise 
in the Youthful Stakes, and natural- 
ly there were a few horses which 
raced only a few times. 

But this is the pick of all the years 
of American racing, and as you may 
have peen suspected, it is brought 
out here by way of background to 
Native Dancer’s record. 

Mr. Vanderbilt’s fine colt, a dark 
gray by Polynesian and already fami- 
liar to readers of this department, 
has won eight successive races and 
his earnings now are $191,970. As 
you'll see, neither figure is a record. 
In fact the Vanderbilt stable can 
show a winner of $199,200 at two in 
Bed o’Roses, though she was not un- 
beaten. And among the colts, Native 
Dancer’s record is topped by Battle- 
field’s, which won $198,677 at two, 
the most a colt has earned. 

It is ynlikely that Tremont’s re- 
cord is in danger, for Native Dancer 
will hardly have five more starts this 
year. But Top Flight’s record is in 
more danger than it has [heen since 
that afternoon when the stewards at 
Belmont were debating about Be- 
witch. There are a handful of races 
this fall, notably the Hast View Stak- 
es at Jamaica and the Pimlico Fu- 
turity, any one of which would lift 
the colt past Top Flight’s total. 

The time of Native Dancer’s Fu- 
turity, 1:14 2-5, equaled the world 
record for the distance, and it was 
made partly against the wind. I have 
learned to distrust time, as an accu- 
rate gauge, because it so often re- 
flects the course instead of the 
horse, but when you get to equaling 
world records you’re running, even 
at Golden Gate fields. 

Native Dancer is an unusual horse. 
In the Futurity he got Guerin scared, 
by Guerin’s own admission, and then 


he won by two and a quarter lengths. 
That’s the way he runs, coming up 
from behind,: just about when you 
think that maybe something has him, 
and he has still to have a horse lap- 
ped on him at the finish. He isn’t one 
of those speed demons that tears out 
in front and can’t be caught. That 
kind of horse, once yoked, will some- 
times give it up, as Capot made Coal- 
town do a couple of times. Native 
Dancer will take the worst of it and 
then come on. 


The other stakes on Belmont’s 
second Saturday (40,556 customers 
and $3,461,672) was considerably 
more of a surprise. The winner was 
Lone Eagle, pred and raced in Eng- 
land by William Woodward, but now 
owned by Gustave Ring, who paid 
$35,000 for him in Florida in Febru- 
ary of 1951. He was very much 
worth it, for with the Manhattan 
pae of $23,950, he has won $78, 

In the Manhattan he was fairly 
close after the first couple of fur- 
longs, and to draw out and win he 
had to put Battlefield away. This he 
did very neatly, though I think Bat- 
tlefield helped. Arcaro said the Wid- 
ener colt didn’t take much interest 
in running through the last quarter- 
mile. 

Lone Eagle, though his prelimin- 
ary racing was in England, was foal- 
ed at Claiborne Stud, near Paris, Ky. 
He won the Queen Elizabeth and 
Hastings Stakes, and the Ascot Gold 
Vase abroad. He has won only two 
stakes events here, the Saratoga 
Handicap of ’51 being the other, but 
he’s placed in a good many, includ- 
ing a second, behind Busanda, in 
last year’s Suburban. He’s by *Iso- 
later, out of the *Sir Gallahad III 
mare Marigal, which raced unplaced 
but had previously produced the 
stakes winners My Emma and Uncle 
Seaweed, the latter a steeplechaser. 


The Saturday program was not- 
able in two respects: Calumet didn’t 
win anything, and Arcaro didn’t ride 
a stakes winner. But the two had 
done fairly well earlier in the week, 
winning the Lawrence Realization 
with Mark-Ye-Well. This gave the 
Bull Lea colt his seventh victory in 
ten starts, with a second and two 
thirds, and his earnings now are 
$253,745. 

The only rival he had for 3-year- 
old leadership, with both Hill Gail 
and Blue Man out, was Mrs. Walter 
Jeffords’ One Count, the Belmont 
winner. This rivalry lasted to the 
far turn, when One Count started to 
move. At once Arcaro went to work, 
and Mark-Ye-Well surged up with a 
tremendous burst—‘‘he must have 
run that furlong around the turn fn 
eleven,’”’ Eddie said afterward—and 
while One Count came through the 
others to chase him, he _ couldn’t 
make up any ground, Mark-Ye-Well 
winning by four lengths. 

Nobody has ever given me any 
plaques, but such other knick-knacks 
as I have received have been more 
of a nuisance than anything else, 
what with finding a place to put 
them. Calumet, it looks like, is going 
to have to find a place for two more, 
because it seems very likely that 
Mark-Ye-Well and Real Delight are 
going to account for the awards for 
both sexes in the 3-year-old division. 


Whitney’s Common 
Cause Brings $35,000 
At Belmont Sales 


I. J. Collins of Lancaster, Ohio 
paid the big price at the Belmont 
Sales on September 25. The mid- 
westerner was the successful bidder 
at $35,000 on Common Cause a dark 
bay 3-year-old colt by *Mahmoud— 
Burning Bright, by Whichone out of 
the C. V. Whitney consignment. The 
colt is a full-brother to Vulcan’s 
Forge, which Mr. Collins purchased 
three years ago out of the Whitney 
consignment for $80,000. Vulcan’s 
Forge had won the Champagne 
Stakes for the Whitney Stable and 
went on to win the Santa Anita ’Cap 
and other stakes for Mr. Collins, but 
came to an untimely death of colic 
in April of 1951. 

The sale was conducted by Fasig- 
Tipton and featured names promi- 
nent in the foxhunting and steeple- 
chasing ranks both as consignors 
and buyers. E. S. Voss, Jr. pur- 
chased *Titien II, a well-known pre- 
former over jumps and the King 
Ranch-bred 2-year-old Bravado. 
Hasty House Farms, which for many 
years exhibited hunters and jumpers, 
and are now in the racing game, pur- 
chased Level Sands out of the C. V. 
Whitney group.

Handicapping Polynesian As A 2-Year-Old; 
Jeep’s Second Crop Looks Promising 





fasy Mark 


Several years ago the writer had 
the pleasure of talking to Morris H. 
Dixon, Sr. about the handicapping 
of horses and some of the conditions 
that crop up in the course of a race 
meeting. The famed Pennsylvania 
horseman admitted that there were 
many times in his career that he 
could not understand how the handi- 
capper arrived at his figures, but 
that he found out most of the time 
the fellow who had done the figur- 
ing was right. As for the condition 
book the boys could keep that task 
too, for Mr. Dixon was quite sure 
that if most of the trainers were 
asked to condition a race in which 
their prospects appeared and each 
one set the provisions and the weight 
on his own horse, the ensuing spec- 
tacle would be something akin to the 
fat man’s race at a picnic. That is, 
if the race could be held for it might 
be very difficult to find enough 
pygmies who could be converted into 
jockeys. 

The most interesting tale related 
by Mr. Dixon concerned Polynesian 
as a 2-year-old. After the then ob- 
scure son of Unbreakable had broken 
his maiden and won several races 


* at Belmont Park, his trainer sudden- 


ly realized that his assigned weights 
went higher than he thought the 
capabilities of the horse warrented. 
Sometime later he bumped into John 
Bb. Campbell, the noted handicapper 
of the New York tracks, and told 
him he knew he had a good horse 
but he didn’t think he was as good 
as the weights that were being put 
on him. The diplomatically-skilled 
Mr. Campbell answered to the eifect 
that he thought Polynesian belong- 
ed in a higher bracket than his trai- 
ner did. The Pennsylvania trainer 
conceded that Polynesian’s subse- 
quent racing record proved him 
right. 

A look at the honors won by the 
get of Polynesian’s first crop prompt- 
ed this story. Briefly, there are nine 
2-year-old winners which include 
the three stakes performers, Tahi- 
tian King, Tahiti and the undefeated 
(at this writing) Native Dancer. 
This and the above yarn got us 
wondering if Mr. Campbell could 
polish up his crystal ball and give 
us the name of a stallion prospect 
of the same caliber. 


Agarian-U 

Many lines of type have been set 
on stories which have to do with 
bargain purchases, also about the 
high priced “lemons”? acquired via 
the yearling sales. But as a bargain 
purchase and as a long term high 
paying investment, Agrarian-U, the 
10-year-old bay gelding by Agrarian 

-Jane F., by Justice F., just about 
goes into a class by himself. This 
chestnut gelding was purchased by 
J. L. McKnight from the Gorham 
Bros. consignment at the 1943 year- 
ling sales for $550. That was the 
year that Pericles was knocked down 
for $66,000 to the late William B. 
Helis and the average price for a 
yearling was $1,865. 


On Friday, September 19, Agra- 
rian-U won the 47th race of his 
career and ran his life time earn- 
ings up to $187,425. Here are some 
very interesting figures on the year- 
ly dividends on this $550 invest- 
ment. As a 2-year-old, Agrarian-U 
won $7,365; at 3, $10,650 and at 4, 
$30,850. In his 5-year-old and best 
year he won $51,225; as a 6-year-old 
$35,125 and as a 7-year-old $16,725. 
When he was 8, the son of Agrarian 
won $15,975; at 9 he won $13,900, 
and so far this year, as a 10-year- 
old, he has won $6,525. 


In his September 19 outing, which 
was a claiming race, Agrarian-U had 
a price tag of $3,000 and was still 
running in the ownership of J. L. 
McKnight. As of that date Agra- 
rian-U has gone postward 196 times, 
was 2nd 31 times and 3rd 28 times, 
putting him “in the money” 106 
times. During his racing career 
Agrarian-U has won the Lowell ’Cap 
twice, the Narragansett Autumn, Old 
Stone Mill, Paul Revere and Rock- 
ingham Park ’Caps. 


This year at the Keeneland Year- 
ling Sales a half-sister to Agrarian- 
U, by Relic brought $5,600 to the 
Swanside Farm consignment. She 
will have to go some to live up to the 
name of her hard hitting relative. 


As an investment with a long 
term pay-off, the purchase of Agra- 
rian-U as a yearling, is hard to 
match. 


Jeep’s Second Crop 

The winner of the first race at 
Belmont Park, Saturday, Septem- 
ber 20 was Teds Jeep, a brown 2- 
year-old son of Jeep—Tedema, by 
*Teddy, which was bred by W. H. 
Lipscomb. The winner of this 2- 
year-old maiden special weight race 
has been knocking at the door every 
time he has gone to the post this 
year, and on his eighth try finally 
grabbed himself the winner’s share 
of the purse. Previous to his first 
victory he had started 7 times with- 
out ever being out of the money; 
4 times he finished 2nd and 3 times 
in the show spot. Teds Jeep now has 
$6,700 to show for his 8 trips to 
the post. The youngster is trained 
by K. Jensen, former steeplechasing 
jockey, and his owner, Apheim 
Stables, purchased him at Saratoga 
in 1951 for $9,500. This was the 
top price paid for a yearling out of 
Jeep’s second crop. 


Teds Jeep’s victory gave Jeep 
his 7th 2-year-old winner from his 
second crop. In his first season he 
served a small band of mares. The 
son of *Mahmoud—Traffic, by 
Broomstick will have one more crop 
to get to the races, his foals of 1951. 

Jeep died in September of 1950 
and it looks as though his untimely 
death may have cut short a promis- 
ing sire career. 


Oh Leo 

If you have been wondering what 
has happened to Oh Leo, the 3-year- 
old chestnut colt by Jean Valjean— 
Jane Rachel, by High Time, which 
snared a lion’s share of the head- 
lines as a 2-year-old, he appeared in 
allowance company at Hawthorne 
Park on September 20. The affair 
was a 6-furlong race, which Oh Leo 
won ridden out by 1 1-2 lengths. This 
gave Oh Leo his 4th victory in 12 
tries for 1952. He finished 2nd 
twice and 38rd once and has a bank 
account of $15,300 for the year. Oh 
Leo completed his 2-year-old racing 
career with 10 victories and two 
2nds out of 15 tries, to bring his 
owner J. H. Dunn $121,222. 


The leading 2-year-olds of 1951 
were Tom Fool, Oh Leo, Hill Gail 
and Cousin and it is very doubtful 
if any of them will be in the run- 
ning for any of the 3-year-old honors 
this year. 


Easy Markings 

C. T. Chenery’s Bryan G., was re- 
ported by his Trainer W. R. Tayloe, 
to be suffering from a knee injury 
and may be sidelined for the re- 
mainder of 1952. The 5-year-old 
chestnut by *Blenheim II—Anthem- 
ion, by Pompey is believed to have 
rapped himself leaving the gate at 
the start of the New York ’Cap... 
Whirlaway, which was sent to 
France in 1950 to the Marcel Bous- 
sac breeding establishment on a 3- 
year lease, has been purchased by 
Mr. Boussac. The 14-year-old stal- 
lion by *Blenheim II—Dustwhirl, by 
Sweep has made a big hit with his 
new owners and fits the breeding 
pattern of the Boussac stud. The 
1941 Triple Crown winner has finish- 
ed his 2nd season at stud at the 
famed French nursery. ... A. H. 
Smith’s home-bred Piedmont Lass, 
which won the 2nd running of the 
Margate ’Cap at Atlantic City on 
Sept. 17 by defeating Mrs. E. D. 
Shaffer’s Sweet Patootie by a nose, 
is by Thellusson—Sideshow, by 
Bunting. The 2-year-old chestnut 
filly is trained by Thomas M. Waller, 
and her score in the Margate ’Cap 
boosted her earnings to $20,250. Her 
victory column after the race regis- 
tered 4, place 2, and show 3, put- 
ting her in the money 9 times out of 
12 starts.

Irrevocable Honor Claimed By Drawaway; 
Errard Makes Bid For Recognition

The name of Bull Lea as a sire has 
been made famous by the efforts of 
such great runners on the American 
scene as Citation, Coaltown, Twi- 
light Tear, Bewitch, Armed, and the 
list can run on down to Bubbley, 
Real Delight, and Mark-Ye-Well, 
which has just added the Lawrence 
Realization to his credit. In win- 
ning this 1 5-8 miles event by 4 
lengths from One Count, the Bull 
Lea colt has brought his earnings 
up to $253,745 for the season. But 
do you know which of his get has 
the honor and distinction of being 
the first winner for her now illus- 
trious sire. 

The year was 1943, when Bull 
Lea’s first crop reached the races, 
the date was March 17, the place 
was Oaklawn Park, Hot Springs, 
Arkansas, and the scene was the 2nd 
race of the day. With everything 
set, Bull Lea’s first winner came 
romping home by 2 1-2 lengths, de- 
feating a field of 11 2-year-old maid- 
en fillies. Her name was Drawaway, 
and she was bred by Calumet Farm 
and sold in the yearling sales of 
1942. She was knocked down for 
$500 to the Cromwell Bloodstock 
Agency, thereby earning the distinc- 
tion of being the lowest priced Bull 
Lea sold that year. In fact, Calu- 
met Farm sold 5 Bull Lea’s and se- 
cured a grand total of $3,400 for 
the lot, the top price being $800. 

Although Drawaway was brought 
at the sales by Cromwell, she went 
to the races sporting the colors of 
J. C. Braswell. This race on March 
17, was her 2nd start and her first 
and only win of her entire racing 
career. Her winnings for the sea- 
son amounted to just $775. It took 
Drawaway to get the Bull Lea band- 
wagon under way, but it’s a good 
thing for Bull Lea, Calumet Farm 
and racing, that such as Durazna, 
Harriet Sue, and Twilight Tear came 
along in the same crop. 

In her second season at the races, 
Drawaway made 15 starts and won 
no races, but by getting 2 seconds 
and 2 thirds, she upped her lifetime 
earnings to $1,600. After her 1944 
racing season, Drawaway was put 
to stud, as on pedigree she was very 
well bred. Her dam was Temple 
Dancer, which produced On-Your- 
Toes, (2nd in Kentucky Oaks), and 
is out of the fast Dream of Allah, 
by Colin. This is the female family 
of Islam, Time Maker, Rosemont 
and Service Pilot. 

Drawaway’s first foal was the bay 
filly Never Want, by Sweep Like, 
which to the close of the 1951 rac- 
ing year had earned $4,205; while 
her 2nd foal, Bosaway, a bay filly 
by *Boswell has a total of $40 to 
her credit. 

In the ’49 Keeneland Fall Sales, 
Drawaway was sold to E. G. Ford 
for the sum of $3,200, which aside 
from the prices for the Crispin Ogle- 
bay mares, was the top price of the 
Thursday afternoon, November 17, 
1949 season. 

But no matter how much the get 
of Bull Lea may earn, or what stakes 
they may win, or what great horses 
they may produce or sire, they can 
never take away from Drawawzy 
the fact that she was the first Pull 
Lea to win a race. 

Did you know that *Alibhai and 
*Hydroplane II were from the third 
crop of foals by the great sire Hyper- 
ion, both being dropped in 1938. 
*Alibhai, out of Teresina, by Trac- 
ery, was sold for 3,200 gs. to the in- 
terests of L. B. Mayer and was im- 
ported in 1939 as a yearling. *Hy- 
droplane II, out of Toboggan, by 
Hurry On did her racing in England 
and then in 1941 was sold to Calu- 
met Farm for 2,800 gs. to begin her 
broodmare career. 

Thus from a crop of 30 living 
foals of 1938 by Hyperion, these two 
were to play a great part in Ameri- 
can racing. Just think of racing 
over the past few years without such 
stars as Citation, Your Host, and On 
Trust. 





There’s a young stallion which 


is getting a little lost in the wave 
of Polynesianism that is sweeping 
the tracks, which deserves a bit of 
consideration. He is the 10-year- 
old bay sire Errard, by *Challenger 
II—Ruddy Light, by *Honeywood, 
which stands at John W. Galbreath’s 
Darby Dan Farm. 

Up until September 6, only Poly- 
nesian had 2-year-olds that had earn- 
ed more money than did those by 
this *Challenger II stallion. From 
among his 9 2-year-old winners of 
this season are the stakes winners 
Mr. Paradise and Laffango. 

In the first Errard crop to race, 
which came out in 1950, there were 
12 2-year-old Winners, which earn- 
ed $42,050; while in 1951 his get 
earned $134,372. Thus far this sea- 
son his 2-year-olds alone up until 
September 6, have earned $141,420 
in first monies. 

A quick check over his 2-year-old 
stakes winners reveals that coming 
up to the running of the Grand 
Union Hotel Stakes, on August 23, 


Laffango, out of Lovely Girl, by 
Vito, had 4 straight victories, in- 
cluding the Tyro Stakes (in which 
he defeated Landlocked and Brad- 
ley) and the Sapling Stakes. But 
in the Grand Union Hotel Stakes 
he met Native Dancer for the first 
time, and the grey continued on his 
undefeated way. Laffango was the 
best of the others, which included 
Tahitian King, (which was also un- 
defeated in all his starts up until 
the Grand Union), Muhurram and 
Platan. In the Hopeful Stakes Laf- 
fango ran out of the money, but his 
earnings to September 30 amounted 
to $42,950. This amount when you 
consider that he cost only $4,600 at 
the Keeneland Sales, is a fair sized 
return on the dollar. 


Mr. Paradise, a bay out of Har- 
riet’s Kid, by Sir Damion, hasn’t as 
impressive a win record, but this 
colt made his best run when the dig 
money was waiting at the other end 
of the line. On the eve before the 
Washington Futurity. Mr. Paradise 
had won 2 races and some $26,159 
in 9 starts. 

But it was his 10th effort that 
realy counted, for with Jockey E. 
Arearo doing the sighting, he won 
this Washington Park feature by 
1 1-2 lengths. “To the victor be- 
longs the spoils’, and in this case 
the ‘‘spoils’’ were worth $79.710. 
which shot Mr. Paradise’ earnings 
up to $105,860. Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s

home-bred colt practically made it 
from rags to riches in one race. 

Then too, Errard has the older 
horse, Southarlington, a chestnut 
colt out of Huldah J., by Sir Lance- 
lot, which won the Del Mar Derby. 
In covering this 1 1-8 miles distance 
in 1.48 4-5, he was just 2-5 off the 
track record. Southarlington went 
to the top at the break and held his 
advantage against such as Arroz, 
Stranglehold, Haltafire, and Don Re- 
belde, the Mexican champion. 

Errard’s book was full in 1951 
and ’52, and again this coming sea- 
son his book is full at a $1,000 live 
foal—proof that breeders are tak- 
ing advantage of an up and coming 
young sire.

Construction of Timber, Hurdle and Turf 
Courses At North Salem Is Outstanding

It has been said that the people 
of this world will beat a pathway to 
the door of a man who builds a bet- 
ter mousetrap. 

Not being familiar with the mouse- 
trap dodge, we can’t eulogize upon 
this adage. However, we are certain 
that the steeplechase and hunt rac- 
ing fraternity will put plenty of 
mileage on their cars to visit the 
man who builds a better race course. 

Such was the case on Saturday, 
September 20, when the Goldens 
Bridge Hounds held their informal 
hunt race meeting over the recent- 
ly-completed course on the estate 
of Carlo M. Paterno in North Salem, 
N. Y. Joint-M. F. H. Paterno super- 
vised the construction of the tim- 
ber, hurdle and turf courses, and 
left little to be desired. With the 
aid of experts from Cornell Univer- 
sity, he turned a centerfield swamp 
into a beautiful lake and the en- 
tire group of courses circumvent the 
water. 

The turf is akin to the highly 
vaunted English soil and the timber 
course is rolling and well-designed 
with the fences of a height entic- 
ing to local owners, who are not 
quite ready for the Maryland Hunt 
Cup. Sharpe Craig, an expert fence 
builder, was called upon to advise 
on the construction of the hurdles. 
The outcome of planning and work 
(which has been going on for over 
8 years) received its baptism at the 
recent meeting and all who partici- 
pated, heaped praise on the head of 
M. F. H. Paterno. : 

Blessed with sunshine, following 
a rain-drenched Friday, the session 
got under way at noon, with an at- 
tendance of about 4,000. Grouped 
in this round figure were four of 
hunt racing’s best known family, the 
Weymouth’s of Greenville, Del. 
Lacking son ‘‘Frolic’, Deo and 
George made up the family rooting 
section for daughter Patty and son 
Gene. Their vocal urging was well 
heeded by the offspring, as Patty 
turned back 8 fair and hard-riding 
contestants to win the 7-furlong 
ladies race, which opened the pro- 
gram. Gene found little trouble in 
upholding the family honor by win- 
ning the Meadow Lane Steeplechase, 
a 3 1-2 mile timber test with his 
father’s *Toyford. 

Carrying a purse value of $800, 
the featured Meadow Lane Steeple- 
chase lured 4 starters. At the drop 


of Starter Harold Plumb’s flag, 
Chauncy Stillman’s aged Wistan 
went to the front under C. Burr's 


urging. The gelding fenced well and 
opened a lead on his field, which 
was over 30 lengths at the 2-mile 
marks Running last for the first 
mile, young Weymouth permitted 
*Toyford to set his own pace. When 
called upon he gradually closed the 
gap and reached the leader after 
jumping the 20th fence. He led over 
the 21st and final fence, and went 
on to win with 5 lengths to spare 
at the finish. Wistan held the place 
award safe from T. J. McKelvey’s 
Fair Run, which fell at the 10th 
fence with Richard Gough and was 
remounted to finish. H. T. Gibson’s 
Perchance, a very tired and sketchy 
jumper, was pulled up by A. P. 
“Paddy” Smithwick after just mak- 
ing it over the 19th obstacle. 
Showing that his recent marriage 


had not dulled his riding ability, 
Cc. V. B. Cushman rode Mrs. Fay 
Ingall’s Bab’s Whey ,to an easy 12- 


leneth victory in the Arigideen, a 2- 


mile hurdle test. Staying just off the 


pace set by Mrs. M. S. Kirkpatrick’s 
Flag Ho, Bab’s Whey was closing 
on the front-runner over the 11th 
and final hurdle. On landing, EI- 
wood Carter, a last minute substi- 
tute for George .Foot. missed a bea- 
con and had to turn back and re- 
turn to the proper course. Viewing 
the error, Jockey Cushman eased 
Bab’s Whey and coasted home safely 
in front of Arthur E. Pew,Jr.’s 


Rallyvwood. Some 50 lengths further 
back, Mrs. M. Wing. Jr.’s Paulfred 
vained the show award. Flag Ho re- 
turned to finish and pick up 4th 
monev. Mrs. M. G. Walsh’s Pass Her 


3y, a first time starter, was tiring 


and fell over the 10th hurdle with 
the unlucky Richard Gough. 

Well-handled by ‘‘Paddy”’ Smith- 
wick, Arthur E. Pew, Jr.’s *Irish 
Double broke his maiden over hur- 
dles by winning the Baxter, a 1 1-2 
mile hurdle race for maidens. Con- 
tent to let R. C. Burr set the pace 
on the Fairview Farm’s Eastmas, 
Jockey Smithwick made his move 
on approaching the 7th and final 
hurdle. Jumping the last obstacle 
in front, *Irish Double managed to 
stave off a belated drive from Court- 
ney Burton’s *Rayquick to win by 
2 1-2 lengths, *Queer Wednesday. a 
stablemate of the winner, gained 
the show award over 4 other con- 
tenders.

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*Tolbiac Wins Timber Event 





Meeting Shows Encouraging Increase In 
Number of Horses and Spectators

Over a 5-year period (which in- 
cludes 1952), the fall race meeting 
of the Whitemarsh Valley Hunt Club 
at Erdenheim, Pa. presents some in- 
teresting figures. In 1948 there were 
34 horses in 4 events; the same num- 
ber of races drew 25 the following 
year, 28 in 1950 and 19 last year. 
This year the meeting held on Sep- 
tember 27 had 43 starters and be- 
cause hurdles had been added to the 
course and the first flat race was 
run in two divisions, spectators were 
able to enjoy a 6-race card during 
the afternoon. 

For the past two years there have 
been only 2 starters in the 3 1-2 mile 
timber event, the Pennsylvania Hunt 
Cup but the 28th annual running 
brought 7 postward this year. Start- 
er Harold Plumb had his problems 
as Jockey H. Lewis and Donald Al- 
paugh’s Tacloban seemed reluctant 
to leave the post and finally the re- 
mainder of the field swept on its 
way, leaving Tacloban a very slow 
starter. Mr. H. Hammond started 
out early on A. C. Stokes’ owned and 
trained *Tolbiac and the horse was 
away winging to take over the pace 
setting duties. This was the Argen- 
tine-bred which the late Thomas 
Stokes bought after the Whitemarsh 
fall meeting in 1950, planning to 
make him a timber horse with the 
hope that he would win the final leg 
on the Virginia Gold Cup. *Tolbiac 
did not start in the Gold Cup last 
year and a trip postward this season, 
with Mr. Hammond up, put them in 
the 8rd slot at the finish. The pair 
had previously finished 2nd this year 
to Stuart Ss. Janney, Jr.’s *Phils Star 
in the Cheshire Bowl at Mr. Stewart’s 
Cheshire Hounds Point-to-Point. 

Over the 2nd jump, *Tolbiac led 
with the winner of Redding Furnace 
Farms Challenge Cup at the recent 
Radnor meeting, Hydro Bello in be- 
hind him. This latter horse, owned 
by Thomas McKelvey and ridden by 
Jockey R. Gough, who had been in 
the irons at Radnor, was still run- 
ning 2nd over the 3rd jump when he 
hit hard and went down. This moved 
Mrs. D. Paul Denckla’s Ned’s Flying 
into 3rd ahead of Happy Hill Farm’s 


veteran Adaptable, John Straw- 
bridge’s Erin Russell and George 


Weymouth’s *Toyford. Jockey Lewis 
and Tacloban were far behind at this 
point. 

*Tolbiac was running and jumping 
easily and over the 7th he held a 15- 
length advantage. Down hill and over 
the 8th, which marked one turn of 
the course, the order was *Tolbiac, 
Ned’s Flying, Erin Russell, Adapt- 
able and *Toyford. The loose Hydro 
Bello was right in behind *Toyford 
but the trailing Tacloban was a 
couple of pumps away and after the 
latter jumped the 8th, he was pulled 
up. One of the horses had broken a 
panel in what had been the 1st jump 
so when the strung out field reached 
it to begin a second turn, everyone of 
the riders carefully headed toward 
the lower panel. At the 10th *Tolbiac 
had opened up a gap of some 25 
lengths but after landing over this 
one, Mr. E. Weymouth began to 
make his move on *Toyford, the 
horse on which he had won the tim- 
ber event at Goldens Bridge Hounds 
Hunt Meeting the previous Saturday. 
At the 12th he was 2nd behind the 
leading *Tolbiac with Ned’s Flying 
3rd. 

Jockey A. P. Smithwick had been 
merely coasting along on Adaptable 
but now he began to move along at 
a faster pace and over the 14th was 
3rd behind *Tolbiac and *Toyford. 
The downhill run after the 15th 
proved a good spot for Adaptable 


and he really moved, getting into 
2nd position over the 16th. Jockey 
W. H. Dixon had been rating Erin 


Russell along during the second turn 
of the course but this pair began to 
move up. Over the 19th and final, 
*Tolbiac still retained his lead with 
Erin Russell now 2nd, Adaptable, 
Ned’s Flying and *Toyford complet- 
ing the field. This was the order of 
finish and *Tolbiac’s first winning 
outing over timber. 

The first division of The Caldwell 
Vase, about 1 mile on the flat, could 
well have been “You take the high 


road and ]’ll take the low road” but 
the two who took the high road col- 
lected the money. On the first turn of 
the course there were two barrels, 
neither with flags, and here the field 
split, 7 going one way and 2 the 
other. Mrs. W. Coxe Wright’s Sandy 
Flash nosed out Arthur KE. Pew, Jr.’s 
*Orestes Kid at the wire with Mrs. 
Helen M. Pennick’s Payable 3rd 
ahead of A. C. Stokes’ Powder Pass. 
However, Powder Pass and Jockey 
J. Murphy were one of the pair which 
took the high road and they had tak- 
en the right course and thus were 
the official winners. Joseph D. Mc- 
Caffrey’s Sweet Money had gone the 
same route so she was brought from 
6th position to 2nd, the other 7 hors- 
es being disqualified for taking the 
wrong course. 

The flag was placed on the barrel 
before the 8 horses faced the starter 
for the running of the 2nd division 
but additional trouble loomed ahead. 
Just after rounding the turn by the 
barrel, Conrad Heckmann’s World 
Licht stepped in a hole and he and 
Jockey J. Hobales went down. C. 
Mahion Kline’s Old Shoe had been 
sent to the top by Jockey E. Phelps, 
closely followed by Mr. Pew’s *Tico 
Tico and Jockey A. P. Smithwick. 
Before the half-mile mark, *Tico 
Tico had assumed command with Old 
Shoe now 2nd. Into the stretch it 
was still *Tico Tico but Jockey 
Phelps sent the Kline color-bearer 
up on the outside to nip *Tico Tico 
at the wire, winning by a head. Mor- 
ris H. Dixon, trainer of Old Shoe, 
had his colors brought in for 8rd by 
Jockey T. Lyons on Sugar Hill. odd- 
ly enough, the last meeting of *Tico 
Tico and Old Shoe was at Radnor 
when *Tico Tico defeated Old Shoe. 

The Ardenheim Cup was the first 
race over the new hurdle course and 
the about 1 1-2 mile event had 7 
starters. Miss Mary Rumsey, who 
lost Mantle and Tough Tour in the 
recent Belmont fire, has made one 
replacement with Leedie Tahku, a 3- 
year-old dark liver chestnut gelding. 
With Jockey E. phelps up, Leedie 
Tahku headed the field over the 1st 
hurdle, followed by Samuel R. Fry’s 
*Poughbay and Mrs. John C. West’s 
Gallant Sooner. Mrs. Simon T. Pat- 
terson, whose stable was hard hit by 
the first fire this year at Belmont, 
had a new prospect for hurdles in 
Thermion but the 4-year-old fell at 
the ist hurdle with Jockey A. T. 
Doyle. 

Leedie Tahku made a bad landing 
over the 38rd and Jockey J. Murphy 
went out on top with *Poughbay, 
Leedie Tahku dropping back to 2nd. 
At the 5th *Poughbay was running 
and jumping easily and here C. Mah- 
lon Kline’s Sneak-Out and Jockey T. 
Lyons had moved into 2nd ahead of 
Leedie Tahku, the latter coming 
back to the 2nd slot over the next 
hurdle. Downhill and over the 7th it 
was still *Poughbay but Sneak-Out 
came up strongly on the outside, only 
to lose ground by going wide on the 
turn, sending *Poughbay into the 
lead by a nose over the 8th and last. 
Straightening out into the stretch, 
Sneak-Out was really tincanning and 
galloped under the wire to win by 2 
lengths ahead of *Poughbay with 
Leedie Tahku 3rd in front of Mrs. 
John Strawbridge, Jr.’"s Wygant and 
Jockey K. Field. 

The about 2 miles over hurdles 
for the Leamington Plate had only 
4 starters. Right after the flag drop- 
ped, it appeared as though Jockey A. 
P. Smithwick and Mr. Pew’s *Irish 
Double might make it 2 straight, 
they having won over hurdles on the 
20th at Goldens Bridge. *Irish Dou- 
ble did not succeed in getting too 
much lead over Mrs. Fay Ingalls’ 
home-bred and owned Bah’s Whey 
with Jockey C. V. B. Cushman up 
‘but he did not relinquish his lead. 
At the 8th, *Irish Double drove 
through, losing ground but recover- 
ed quickly to lead by a nose over the 
9th. Approaching the 10th and last, 
Jockey Cushman and Bab’s Whey 
had opened up a 3-length gap and 
Mr. Kline’s *Spleen, which had heen 
running 3rd throughout under the 
reins of Jockey M. Ferral, was now

Brook Steeplechase Moves Jam Closer To Mythical 
Crown As Leading ’Chaser of the Year

Coming to the last fence in The 

Brook, second jewel, in Belmont’s 
“Triple Crown of Steeplechasing”’ 
it was a 3 horse race. Jam on the 
inside was perhaps a pencil width 
in front of The Creek, while on the 
outside Oedipus was 3-parts of a 
length away. Jam and Oedipus 
jumped the last in good fashion, 
while The Creek bobbled, recovered 
slowly, and in the meantime the 
“race had gone by.’’ Across the 
Widener Chute it wag still a toss 
up, but then Jam surged forward 
with a powerful rush and carried the 
plue and white silks of James Mc- 
Hugh across the wire to a smash- 
ing victory in the 44th running of 
the Brook, for a $15,000 added 
purse. 
Jam’s winning margin was 5 
lengths, with Oedipus just a length 
in front of the fast closing Lone 
Fisherman, while The Creek saved 
4th. 

The Brook was an exciting race. 
The entire field was in contention 
all the way but a series of minor 
costly mistakes in fencing undoubt- 
edly affected the result. The win- 
ner, With Jockey Earl Phelps in the 
saddle, was never far out of it, and 
jumped as well perhaps as any of 
the field. 

Rounding ,into the far side the 
second time, Jockey Phelps moved 
closer to the pace with Jam, ranged 
up with Oedipus at the final jump 
on the far side, but did not get to 
The Creek, who made the pace all 
the way, until the final jump. Ap- 
pearing a little awkwark crossing 
the Widener chute to the finish line, 
nonetheless, Jam carried his 156 
lbs. with conviction, and was the 
best horse in the race. 

Oedipus, with 163 lbs., conceded 
weight to every horse in the field, 
ran a good race, but didn’t quite 
have enough left when Jockey Al- 
bert Foot asked him the question 
from the last fence to home. While 
Oedipus did not make any mistakes 
at his fences, he has impressed in 
his other races, with a superior 
brand of jumping to what he show- 
ed in The Brook. Lone Fisherman 
made a mistake early in the race, 
never prominent until the final stag- 
es where he closed a lot of ground, 
which if he can duplicate in the 
longer Grand National, will make 
him a dangerous contender for the 
top ones. 

Going down the far side the se- 
cond and last time, The Creek, Oedi- 
pus, Semper Eadem, Banner Waves 
and Jam were all closely grouped in 
that order, and the race appeared 


to lay between any of them. First 
to eliminate himself was Banner 
Waves who made a bad landing at 
the 12th, and was pulled up right 
after that by Jockey ‘‘Dooley’’ 
Adams. At the final fence on the 
far side, Semper Eadem, after mak- 
ing a very serious mistake at the 
front field liverpool, again fenced 
poorly while in 2nd position, and 
started to drop back from that point. 

Jam completed the about 2 1-2 
miles in 4:41 2-5, a little more than 
2 seconds off the record, and added 
$12,100 to his year’s earnings. This 
was his 5th stakes victory this sea- 
son, and moved him closer to the 
mythical crown aS leading steeple- 
chaser of the year. 

Although his charge, Semper Ead- 
em, did not fare so well in The 
Brook, Jack Skinner won 3 of the 
4 overnight jumping races run dur- 
ing Belmont’s second week. First 
of these, on Monday, was Mrs. Step- 
hen C. Clark, Jr.’s Roman Way. In 
June of 1951, Roman Way forced 
*Titien 2nd to set a new course re- 
cord over hurdles, placing a scant 
3-parts of a lengths behind the 
French import, but shortly after- 
ward Roman Way went wrong and 
was retired for the remainder of the 
year. Less than satisfied earlier in 
the year, the Middleburg condition- 
er didn’t sent his horse postward 
until this week, and Roman Way 
gave an excellent account of him- 
self, and won by 1-2 length in a 
driving finish with Jockey T. Field 
doing the riding honors. Coinciden- 
tally, the runner-up was Llangollen 
Farm’s Conflict, a better than ordi- 
nary hurdler several years ago until 
he went wrong. 
Warren Lane and trained by Sammy 
Smith, Conflict ran an _ excellent 
race and was easily the best of the 
remainder. Steady old Swiggle game- 
ly held on for show, a nose to the 
good of Sugar Coated. 

On Tuesday, trainer Judy John- 
son was probably the happiest per- 
son on the race track. After losing 
her entire stable in the disastrous 
fire at Belmont this spring, few 
things went right for Judy, but a 
week ago she claimed Extra Points 
for the account of Ernest Belfi. A 
handy horse in claiming company 
over brush, nonetheless, Extra Points 
was a pretty sore horse when she 
cooled him out that afternoon. Us- 
ing some of the “know how” of 
years of horse training, Miss John- 
son worked on Extra Points and 
then entered him in a similar type 
of claiming steeplechase on _ the 
23rd. Luck was with her, for it 
rained the night before, and Extra 
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White Post, Virginia

Points made every jump a winning 
one under a nice ride from Jockey 
“Paddy” Smithwick. Four lengths 
off the winner at the wire, Phiblant, 
the favorite, saved the runner-up 
position by a head. Ridden by Jockey 
Adams, Phiblant was held close to 
the pace, seemed able to take com- 
mand going to the last turn, but 
then did not respond to mild urg- 
ing in the stretch. It was a head 
further back to Monkey Wrench, 
who was another head in front of 
Cherwell, in what was a very in- 
teresting and closely contested race. 

Second win of the week for Jack 
Skinner came on Wednesday when 
Benbow made a show of his field in 
a maiden hurdle event to win by 
4 1-2 lengths. 

Jockey Field permitted the War 
Admiral—Invoke gelding to go to 
the front at the break, and at one 
time had a lead of almost half a 
dozen lengths. Going down the far 
side, Jockey Field took a good hold 
and Phosphor drew alongside, but 
after he let down again, Benhow 
opened up again and was never seri- 
ously threatened. Sneak Out, a 
stablemate of Phosphor had also 
ranged up with the leader while 
going well, but came to grief at the 
6th hurdle where he dumped his 
rider. At the wire, Wait Out, after 
4 consecutive seconds, broke the 
string by running 3rd, 3 lengths be- 
hind Phosphor. Half a length further 
back *Army Canteen closed well 
to be 4th, but broke down in the 
effort. 

Veteran of perhaps a_ hundred 
races, and ‘‘Co-maker” in part at 
least, of American Way’s “hundred 
thousand’’, old Genancoke ran _ his 
last race on Friday the 26th. Bow- 
ing out as a good horse should, Gen- 
ancoke, 10 years young, was still 
hustled into command shortly after 
the break, and despite his years, 
held on to the last to win by a 
length under urging from Tommy 
Field. Night Patrol—another veter- 
an, Tourist List—and Blandystone, 
completed the money positions at 
the wire, but this was obscured by 
this observer’s memory of many 
races which Genacoke had won, or 
helped to win for his contemporary, 
American Way. Both are owned by 
Paul Mellon, and both are by *Gino. 


’CHASING 


In his prime, few jumpers could 
match Genancoke’s speed, and many 
who tried ‘ran out of gas” in the 
closing stages, while American Way 
sailed by to score. Both American 
Way and Genancoke are. the same 
age, and when they ran in handicaps, 
most likely a pound or two would 
separate them. The big difference: 
was that Genancoke was strictly a 
2-miler, or a bit less, while Ameri- 
can Way. seemed able to go on all 
day. Of the two, this writer has a 
greater admiration for Genancoke, 
who never fell during his career, 
lost his rider but once, and always 
ran an honest race. His last race 
was a very creditable one, picking 
up $2,925 as the winners share, his 
lifetime earnings fell just short of 
$100,000, and in his last effort, his 
time for the about 2 miles was 3:45 
1-5, faster than a great many stake 
races at the distance.

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Rule Book Must Be Adhered To In Order That 
Exhibitors Will Have A Competent Guide

“I’m going to keep my open jump- 
ers and try to buy one or two others, 


but I’m selling my hunters’. This 
statement is heard time and time 


again and marks an actual retreat of 


another owner from the _ hunter 
ranks. 
One very good reason for such 


withdrawals is the lack of enforce- 
ment of the rules. Every sport has to 
have rules to govern it and horse 
shows are no exception. However, 
when a show has become a member 
of the American Horse Shows Asso- 
ciation and therefore can have print- 
ed in its prize list and catalogue that 
it will be run under the A. H. S. A. 
rules, then it is up to that show to 
enforce the rules. Just the mere pub- 
lication of the fact that an event is 
eligible to be governed by such rules 
does not end the responsibility of the 
show. The responsibility does not 
end until the last class has been 
judged. 

Every year a number of hunter 
and jumper horsemen meet several 
times to discuss the rules for their 
divisions. Old rules are reviewed, re- 
vised and new rules are made where 
applicable. These people are not only 
currently interested in horse shows 
but in most cases they are active par- 
ticipants. Such persons are duly 
qualified to propose and help to pass 
on any rules pertaining to the hunt- 
ers and jumpers. If their purpose is 
to improve and help the exhibitors, 
then the only way this can pe done 
is to that the rules are carried 
out in every instance. 

It ic sometimes confusing to an ex- 
hibitor when he looks at his A. H. S. 
A. rule book and then finds that a 
later change was made in the supple- 
ment. Matters could have been han- 
dled more efficiently if one book 
contained the complete set of rules 
but as this has not been done, the 
next best thing is to be sure that 
both the book and the supplement 
are always at hand. 

A good example of the results of 
a change in a rule were the young 
and green hunter preliminaries at a 
recent show. In the rule book Rule 
XIV, Part IIT, Section 2 states in 
part, “To be shown at a walk, trot. 
canter and gallop’’....However, on 
Page 35 of the supplement, Part 7 
(item 5), the following change was

made: “In connection with the stipu- 
lation that entries are not required 
to gallop in Young and Green Hunter 
hack and under saddle classes (see 
Page 66), the same applies in Young 
and Green Hunter championship pre- 
liminaries’’. 

Had the supplement been perused 
concerning young and green hunter 
preliminaries, the situation would 
never have developed. The hunter 
committee had given a great deal of 
thought to the matter of these young 
horses being asked to gallop on. 
They had listened to several mem- 
bers give good, solid reasons why the 
former ruling should be changed and 
their conclusion was that these 
youngsters should not be asked to 
gallop on. One spends months work- 
ing on a young hunter’s manners; 
the object is to teach him to go quiet- 
ly. Some of these prospects are home- 
breds but in this day and age when 
the Remount no longer’ exists, a 
goodly number of them are bought 
at the race tracks after they have 
not shown the speed necessary for a 
racing career. Such horses take more 
time and work before they will per- 
form in the ring. All of this time and 
work can pe spoiled if the horse is 
asked to gallop on several times 
around a ring. It proves nothing and 
is a good way to ruin a prospect for 
the conformation or working hunter 
ranks. 

Preliminaries are required at all 
“A”? and “B”’ shows in the regular, 
young, green and working hunter 
divisions. The rule book states that 
5 horses shall be shown hpefore the 
judges and also provices that should 
a horse pe excused from the preli- 
minary because of unsoundness, he 
does not forfeit the points previously 
won. 

An exhibitor whose horse has just 
gotten under the wire to qualify for 
the preliminary can hardly be blam- 
ed for wanting to get his horse load- 
ed and homeward bound as soon as 
possible. But—if the rule book is to 
be followed, then that exhibitor 
knew when he made his entries that 
should his horse qualify for the 
preliminary, it would ‘be necessary 
for him to show unless he was ex- 
cused by the management. The man- 
agement should be sure that there 
will be 5 horses in the ring before 
any qualified ones are excused, un- 
less in the case of unsoundness. At 
too many shows there are cases 
where several horses are close in 
points and the preliminary will be 
the deciding factor. Should the per- 
sons in charge allow only 3 to show, 
this is certainly not in line with the 
rule book and the exhibitor whois 
showing a horse which will not hack 
but which has accumulated a great 
number of points, will be sure to get 
a ribbon in the preliminary and the 
subsequent points. The object of the 
preliminary is thus lost and the class 
has been conducted in violation of 
the rule pook., 

The rule pook is the guide—use it.

Bombay Memories 








Hazards of Indian Fox Hunting At Turn of 
Century Were Both I]luminating and Amusing

The problems faced by British 
and American masters today often 
whiten their hair, but they are 


duck soup next to those tackled by 
the hardy spirits who used to trans- 
plant the sport to less kindly lands. 
Sir Robert Dunlop’s experiences as 
Master ‘of the Bombay Hunt at the 
turn of the century are both illumi- 
nating and amusing. Let me hasten 
to add that Sir Robert is still very 
much alive and could, I am sure, 
chivy a jackal today just as earnest- 
ly as he did fifty years ago. 

In the quiet of an old St. James 
Street Club over some equally anci- 
ent port, he told me of his troubles 
in finding grooms. A keen applicant 
of 1908 wrote as follows. ‘‘The horse 
is a very noble quadruped, but when 
he is angry is not so. He is ridden 
on the spinal cord by the bridle, 
Sadly the driver puts his foots on 
the stirrups and divides his lower 
limbs across the saddle and drives 
his animal to the meadow. He has 
four legs; two are in the front side 
and two are afterwards. These are 
the weapons on which he runs, and 
also defends himself by extending 
those in the rear in a paralled direc- 
tion towards his foe, but this he 
does only when in a vexatious mood. 
His fooding is generally grasses 
and grains. He is also useful to 
take on his back a man or woman, 
as well as some cargo. He has power 
to run as fast as he could. He has 
got no sleep at night times and a 
always standing awaken.” 

While Sir Robert’s job in India 
was legal advisor to the government 
of India he often came on legal 
problems in connection with the hunt 


that quite stymied him. Viz the 
bill for damages submitted by an 
irate Goanese half caste. ‘‘To the 


Manager of the Fox Hunting Com- 
pany, Camp, Santa Cruz. I, the 
undersigned, beg to bring to your 
kind notice this morning I was out 
of my house for my work. Unfort- 
unately the dogs belonging to the 
Fox Hunting Company enter in my 
house after the fox and some of the 
fox hunting officers also. The dam- 
ages has been cause as under: 

Sixteen small chickens killed by 
dogs in rushed, 4 annas each; One 
cloth bed sheet torn by dogs and also 
bedding dirty by officers. 36 eggs 
broken by dogs in rushed; one pig- 
gling bitten by dogs in rushed. Etce- 
teras to a total of 16 rupees. Signed 
Enos Penton D’Sousa. (Signatures of 
police Patel and ten witnesses)” Of 
course the hunt paid. 

A description of anglo-Indian 
hunting as reported by one George 
Cecil of the Illustrated Sporting and 
Dramatic News of 1910 is quaint. 
“Although seven out of every ten 
Anglo-Indians are interested in 
horses, hunting, alas, is confined to 
certain centres. In India the con- 
ditions are very different to those 
prevailing in England. Owing to 
the appalling heat, hounds meet 
shortly after day break. Indeed the 
sportsman usually have to dress by 
candle-light and the lamps of the 
“tun-tun’” or dog cart, in which the 
sahib drives to the meet are lit. 
After exchanging greetings with his 
enthusiastic supporters, the Master 
gives the signal to his whips who 
wear pink and sola-topis or the 
orthodox velvet caps which are cover- 
ed by a white cloth the minute the 
sun ig up.” 

Describing the jackal of a half 
century ago, the local scribe wrote 
thustly; “The jackal takes just as 


much beating as a fox and some- 
times more. Even when the lead- 
ing hound has opened its jaws to 
seize the jackal, he often manages 
to make good his escape.”’ Sir Robert 
said that a good season’s kill was 
20 brace. 


The country was hard with plenty 
of jumping. Cactus hedges and grass- 
topped mud walls formed most of 
the obstacles. Wire in those days 
was almost unknown. The Field 
was careful to keep off irrigated 
patches and the cultivators always 
had a _ kindly feeling toward the 
hunt. 

The Bombay pack of Sir Robert’s 
time consisted of 30 couple. of 
hounds drafted from many of the 
best English packs. The rigors of 
the Indian climate, however, were 
too much for many hounds. In the 
season of 1892-93 seven couple died 
of ‘‘maleria’’. Lung trouble, due pro- 
bably to the Indian dust, was also 
a cause of many casualties. The 
Master of 1898 noted candidly that 
five couple were done in by being 
ridden over by the Field. 

Oat meal in those days was cheap 
and Sir Robert used to import it for 
the pack from England at 15 pounds

The cover portrait this week is of 
Courtney Burton, M. F. H. of Cha- 
grin Valley Hunt, Gates Mills, Ohio, 
where he has been the Master since 
1946. Mr. Burton a member of the 
executive committee of the Masters 
ot Foxhounds Association of Ameri- 
ca, is one of the bulwarks of the 
sport in this country. He is a keen 
supporter of the movement to en- 
courage the younger generation in 
the participation of foxhunting and 
all sports to do with the horse. 

The Chagrin Valley Master is one 
of the many foxhunters whose inter- 
est in the sport with hounds has led 
them into the racing game. Today 
Mr. Burton’s white and royal blue 
colors are represented not only at 
the hunt meetings but also at the 
tracks where he campaigns a string 
ot steeplechasers and flat horses. 

Gerald Brockhurst who executed 
the photo of Mr. Burton was born in 





a ton. It was such a good grade of 
meal that he often also fed it to his

The hunt budget 
was about 12,000 rupees, or $4,000 
in our money. 


The Bombay Hunt is still a going 
concern although it merged with the 
Poona and Kirkee Hounds in 1947 


and has added their names to its 
official title. The present master 
is E. D. Sheppard and 23 couple 


of English and cross-breds are hunt- 
ing the two countries. Meets are 
held in the Bombay country from 
December to March and on the 
Poona side from July to October. 
The hunt was founded in 1880 and 
Sir Robert was Master from 1905- 
1915. 

As the old Bombay 
went, ‘‘They make 
Pytchley or Belvoir and the sport 
that they show, but the hounds of 
Bombay and their Masters are the 
pick of the bunch as you know”

3irmingham, England, and studied 
painting at the Birmingham School 


of Art. He was hailed as an infant 
prodigy when as a student he carried 
off the gold medal awarded by the 
Council of the Royal Academy, the 
most coveted award a student can 
receive.

Chicago Art Institute; Brooklyn 
Museum and Carnegie Institute. 


Among the prominent men and 
women whose portraits Mr. Brock- 
hurst has painted in this country 
are Mrs. Andrew Mellon; Mrs. Wil- 
liam B. Given; The Duchess of 
Windsor; Mrs. Mathew Mellon; Mrs. 
Henry Luce: Mrs. Harold Ickes; Gen- 
eral “Hap” Arnold; Bernard Baruch; 
Monsignor Sheen and Mrs. John 
Jacob Astor, III. 

The painting was loaned by Mr. 
Burton to Portraits, Inc. of New 
York where it was exhibited this past 
season with many other portraits 
and drawings done by Gerald Brock- 
hurst, who is an associate of the 
firm.

The Sutton races, August 8-9, 
were the first jumping races in 
Canada of the year, there being 
no steeplechases at Woodbine in the 
spring. 

Entries were small but it is hoped 
that the earliness of the meeting 
is responsible and that this fall en- 
tries will be good at the hunt meet- 
ings. The meeting was run under 
the National Steeplechase and Hunt 
Association of Canada. The _ first 
race was for 2 miles over timber. 
Only 3 horses came out and Tom 
Atfen on E. H. Cudney’s mare, Hell- 
zapoppin, found he was out of con- 
tention after the first turn. The 
other two L. C. Scott with that 
grand old horse Kennebunk and 
Sam Stanley on a first-time starter, 
Hyperhem, made a real race out of 
it, however, Kennebunk was just 
able to hold the other horse safe 
at the wire. 

Four came out for the open brush 
race at 2 miles but all riders were 
amateurs. Mrs. Carol Pearson went 
to the lead with King’s Lass but 
going out into the country for the 
second lap, Sam Stanley passed her 
on Hyperhem. Running flat out, 
King’s Lass fell just on landing and 
smashed Mrs. Pearson up pretty 
badly. The game lady rider was 
rushed to the hospital with a bad 
concussion and broken ribs. Every- 
one was sorry to see this happen to 
such a bold rider who is one of the 
best sports in the country. The 
Pearsons are farmers and Mrs. Pear- 
son, rather unbelieveably, is a grand- 
mother. 

Hyperhem continued in the lead 
but John McCull on Charioteer, who 
rode a waiting race, steadily gained 
and just caught him before the wire 
to win by 1 1-2 lengths. J. W. Mac- 
Namara, carrying 28 lbs. overweight 
on W. T. Northgrave’s Platemaker, 
tinished 3rd but was never a likely 
contender throughout the race. 

The heavyweight timber race turn- 
ed out to be all Elmer’s Chance’s. 
3rian Herbinson, carrying 205 on 
Sam Stanley’s Thoroughbred, rode 
a beautiful race to win from L. C. 
Scott on Prometheus. The latter 
ran a game race but Elmer’s Chance 
toyed with him. The third starter 
was one from W. Joseph Edwards’ 
stable with a last minute rider 
aboard, Lloyd Hill. Malbone ran well 
for a short distance and finding the 
horse not fit enough to try with, 
Lloyd wisely pulled him up.

Royal Salute Champion 


Of Annual Plum Creek 
Hunter Trials In Colo.

There is no hunter show in the 
state which is more thoroughly en- 
joyed by exhibitors and spectators 
than the Plum Creek Hunter Trials 
held this year on September 20 at 
Larkspur, Colorado. The courses 
are long and the show moves at a 
leisurely pace but never fails to hold 
the attention of the large crowd 
which watches from early morning to 
late afternoon. The terrain resem- 
bles actual hunting conditions in a 
way no show grounds can imitate 
and though the jumps are lower 
than those found in a horse show, 
the course takes considerable ability 
in cross country riding. 

This year a rather nippy early 
September morning caused specta- 
tors to huddle up in coats and rugs 
until the sun’s warm rays were high 
enough to penetrate the cool air. 
From their vantage point on top of 
a high hill, they had’an unparallel- 
ed view of not only the hunter cour- 
ses but the entire surrounding coun- 
try of rolling green and yellow hills 
which become covered with oak and 
pine where they merge with the low 
blue mountains in the distance. 

Some of the regulars were miss- 
ing from the line-up this year, in- 
cluding Bob Jones who is afoot after 
selling his Royal Salute, and Gloria 
Hayes whose well known working 
hunter, Renarde Rouge, was serious- 
ly injured in a trailer accident re- 
turning from a show in August. 
However, the Arapahoe Hunt was 
well represented by both staff and 
Field and as usual the trials were 
a most pleasant prelude to the open- 
ing of the hunting season.

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U. S. Dressage Horses 
To Perform In This 
Country At Shows

When [ heard that Miss Marjorie 
Haines and The Flying Dutchman 
would most probably perform at The 
Pennsylvania National and The Na- 
tional Horse Shows this fall, I de- 
cided to pay a visit to the present 
home of The Flying Dutchman which 
had just returned from Helsinki to 
the United States. 

The car came to a halt in front of 
the stable building of the Sleepy 
Hollow Country Club in Scarsbor- 
ough, N. Y. A girl was just being 
mounted on a small gray horse which 
reminded me very much of the Lipiz- 
zans which I saw when the Spanish 
Riding School was here two years 
ago, I asked the youngster where I 
might find Fritz Steken, the trainer 
of The Flying Dutchman. She sug- 
gested that I follow her down to the 
big -riding hall—the word indoor 
ring would not do justice to that 
beautful building on the grounds of 
the Sleepy Hollow Club. 

Here was Fritz Steken teaching a 
pupil who was riding side saddle on 
what appeared to be a very nice 
chestnut hunter. How surprised I 
was when Mr. Steken explained that 
this was actually an American Sad- 
dle Horse—only 4 years old—which 
was made so supple and easy going 
by a series of dressage exercises that 
even an expert could be fooled as to 
its origin. Later on, when I rode the 
same youngster for about 2 hours on 
the ideal pridle paths of the Rocke- 
feller Estate, [| admired even more 
the surprising work that had been 
done on that horse. 

Getting back to the purpose of the 
visit—The Flying Dutchman. Mr. 
Steken rode him into the ring—a pic- 
ture of relaxed beauty. Apparently, 
and Mr. Steken confirmed this, the 
ocean trips had not done him any 
harm and the effects of the different 
training while he was in Europe (Mr. 
Steken stayed behind in the states) 
will soon also be overcome. It was 
an experience to see the horse go 
through his paces—some of the 35 
movements that were required in the 
Olympic Games—in the big ring 
with no other horse and no other 
people around, changing his gaits 
and leads without any visible aids 
from the rider and practically with- 
out any motion of neck and head. 
Here was the art of riding and dres- 
sage brought to a point where the 
harmony petween horse and rider 
was so complete that both became a 
unit, one flowing motion along the 
walls and through the center of the 
big building. 

The Flying Dutchman is certainly 
one of the most powerful looking 
dressage horses and at the same 
time, one of the most supple ones 
seen in a long time. He is a horse 
which really seems to have “horse 
sense,’, and his rider can talk with 
his mount invisibly through hands, 
legs and weight and make him per- 
form the difficult movements with an 
elegance which does not show the 
months of.training and hard work— 
this is a superb combination. 

Later on when I went out for a 
ride through the woods, Fritz Steken 
came with me on The Flying Dutch- 
man and the horse, which I had seen 
before doing some of his dressage 
movements in high collection, walk- 
ed and trotted in complete relaxation 
and easiness. Even then, however, 
there was not one second when the 
trainer would not work on his 
mount, although the curb rein was 
hanging loosely and all the connec- 
tion between the rider’s hands and 
the horse’s mouth was by the me- 
dium of the snaffle. 

It will be a great experience for 
the thousands who are going to 
watch the big shows in Harrisburg 
and New York to see Miss Marjorie 
Haines work The Flying Dutchman 
along the same lines which Fritz Ste- 
ken so kindly showed me during the 
short stay. At The National, Captain 
Robert Borg, only member of the U.
